Support of this Charge, the very fame Paflages of his 
Sermons were adduced, as had been on the firit Ar- 
ticle, and the fame Articles of our Confeffion they 
were alledged to conrradi@ : The Reafonings were 
likewife much in the fame Strain ; they endeavoured 
to fhow the bad Effeéts of a boundlels Toleration ; 
that it was inconfiftent with our Laws, and the Ma- 
iftrate was obliged to punith Blafphemers, and others 
that fhould vent damnable Herefies. On the other 
Side it was pleaded, This and the other Article 
being plainly coincident, the Appellants themfclves 
having made it a Confequence of their firit, the Dr. 
was in Effect acquitted by the Judgment given al- 
ready ; he never {poke onc Word of a boundleis 'To- 
leration ; it was aConfequence he refufed, and it 
were the Height of Injuftice to attack ‘a Manon fuch 
Grounds ; Who was fafe at fuch a Rate of libelling 2 
Or what Exprefflions might not be {queezed and tor- 
tured, and made to produce Confequences the Author 
never intended ? The noble Proteftant Principle of 
private Judgment was all he aimed to defend ; that 
lorious Principle which had brought about our Re- 
ormation, without which there could be no Virtue, 
and which only generous Minds can entertain: He 
had caution’d fufficiently, where in the fame Para- 
Bra h he tells us, * We ought to take great Care

That a Courier is juft arrived at Vienna from Paris, 
to whom the Emperor made a Prefent of a Gold 
Medal witty his Picture fet in Diamonds to the Valuc 
of 2000 Florins; Some fay he brought Difpatches 
relating to a Peace, or at leaft a Sufpenfion of Arms 
with the Porte; and others, that he broughr the 
Ratification of the Peace with France fign’d by the 
King of Spain. Mean time ‘tis confiemed, that the 
Ist Difpatches which the Court #f Vienna received 
from Conftantinople, are fo ftavourabic towards a 
Peace, as fcarce leaves room to doubt butt'ic Pre- 
liminaries will be thortly fign’d ; and People are in- 
clined to think, that a Sufpenfion will be publithed 
at the Head of the two Armics as foon as they are 
aflembled, and the rather, becauic the Great Duke 
of Tufcany makes no more Hafte to Hungary.
